knee and the trousers rolled up, show- 
ing his bare leg. 


The chaplain ol the prison stepped 


back to the west wall of the death 
house and Warden Bridges went back 
to the seats occupied by the legal wit- 
nesses of the execution. Cassels Knelt 
on his baro lelt knee directly in front 
of tin* i hair, clasping his hands above 
bis head, and raising his eyes, began 
to pray. 


Then in a voice which was thrilling, 


lie begun; "Gracious God. my Fath- 
er. I beseech thee that tbou will he 
merciful. 
Receive m> soul and. Oh 


God, 
forgive those \vlio swoie 
thi.-- 


poor miserable lite awa.v. 
O God, 


cheer my poor old lather in Scotland, 
and comfort my poor old lather and

on. Cassels surged against the straps 
which held him in the chair and af- 
ter one half minute, the current was 
turned off and the body sank back 
inert and apparently lifeless. 


l>r. M. A. Harris, who represented 


the surgeon-general, applied the steth- 
oscope to Cassel's breast and discov- 
ered a spasmodic movement of the 
heart, wheiciipon the signal v.as given 
to the electrician in charge.who once 
more turned on the current,and again 
the body surged against the straps. 


This time there arose 
from the 


bared leg of Tassels, to which the 
electrode had been applied, a mnsS of 
steam, which some of the witnesses 
thought was caused by burning flesh. 
As a matter of fact there was no 
aroma and the film which seemed to 
rise was merely steam. 


Dr. Haskeft Derbyof Boston and Dr. 


Joseph 1. McLaughlin, the prison phy- 
sician, examined the body after -thx; 
second application and while they and 
Dr. Harris, the medical examiner, de- 
cided that Cassels was dead, it was 
rather as a matter of precaution that 
the current was once more applied. 


Again the body surged up against 


the straps which bound it to the chair, 
and once more the steam from the 
electrode on the left leg arose. 
The 


current wa's kept on for the third 
time for about twenty seconds, then 
it was released and the medical men 
present examined the body and de- 
cided Hint Casseis was dead.

the warden had the mask removed 
from the face of the dead man and 
his eyes were wide open, but indicated 
neither fear nor suffering

INDIAN FRIENDSHIP. 


•..RAILROAD WHICH KNOWS THAT IT 


IS WORTH HAVING. 


the Delliratfallr Inform*! Manner 


In Which an Error In a Right of 
•War Payment to a Red Skinned 
Tribe Wa» Corrected. 
As the traveler passes through the 


big Sioux rescnatlon In Montana on 
the Overland express he is Impressed 
with the uniform respect with which 
the Indians treat everybody connected 
with the railroad. 


"The Indian is no fool," said a Great 


Northern official with whom 1 discu&s- 
ed the subject. 
"He knows when he 


is well treated and seldom expects 
anything unreasonable. This railroad 
has never knowingly done an Indian a 
wrong. We paid liberally for the right 
to cross the reservation, and any dif- 
ferences that arise are treated with 
consideration. We never try to im- 
pose upon the Indians In any way, nor 
do we permit them to Impose upon us. 
When trains first began to run through 
the reservation, a number of ponies 
were killed by accident We promptly 
paid for them, and the owners were 
satisfied. A few cunning Sioux thought 
iliey sr.tr in the situation an opportuni- 
ty to make uioaey and drove their po- 
nies on the track to be killed and paid 
for. We discovered the trick and ap- 
pealed to the chief, who promptly sup- 
pressed the iniquity. This Is the near- ;

Something very similar to the tele- 


phone was used In China 1,000 years 
ago. Natural gas conveyed In bamboo 
tubes was utilized in China ages ago, 
aud one of their writers mentions 
boxes which repeated the sounds of 
people's "voices that were dead, a ma- 
chine similar to Edison's phonograph. 


Ancient Egypt boasted "a nickel In 


the slot" machine, while Layard found 
in ruins of Nineveh what Sir David 
Brewster pronounced to be "a magni- 
fying glass," and nearly 4,000 years 
ago the Egyptians and Assyrians ob- 
served the stars through a sort of 
primitive telescope1. 


Thimbles have been found in prehis- 


toric mounds with every evidence of 
having been made by machinery sim- 
ilar to our own. Hatpins with glass 
heads and safety pins with a little 
coiled spring at one end and a catch 
at the other were in use in Pompeii 
2,000 years ago. Combs and hairpins 
have been in existence for 20 centuries, 
aud housewives 5,000 years ago patch- 
ed their husband's garments with nee- 
dles and thread. 


Very fine razors are made at the 


present day, but are of no finer steel 
than that contained in the Damascus 
swords and knives which the ancients 
used several thousand years ago.

The 
Egyptians were also wonderful dyers 
aud could produce colors so durable 
that they may be called Imperishable. 
They were also wonderful glass work- 
ers and could make glass malleable In 
a way wrhtch Is unknown to us. They 
could make glass garments dy«d In 
every shade of color and etched with 
rare skill. 


Electricity derives Us name from the 


Greek word for amber, electron, be- 
cause Thales, about GOO B. C., discov- 
ered that umber, when rubbed, attracts 
light and dry bodies, and In the twelfth 
century the scientific priests of Etninn 
drew lightning from the clouds with 
iron rods.

CORK LEGS ARE MYTHS. 1 


Information F*o» mm Expert IB the 


Artlftetal Llm» Paalneu. 


"The term 'cork leg* is a misnomer," 


•aid * man who used to be in the artifi- 
cial limb business. "There never was 
any »ueh a thing, and a leg actually 
made of cork would be as unwieldy as 
ft eawlog. The up to date artificial 
limb Is a very thin shell of weeping 
•willow,' covered with rawhide, and 
Borne of them that, come clear up to the 
hip have been built as light as three 
pounds. 


"-It la a singular fact that a first class 


leg, which Is supposed to have a life 
of about five years, will be more than 
paid for In the saving-of shoes. Of 
course, the false foot wears a shoe, 
Just the same as the real one, but for 
some reason that has never been fully 
explained it isn't as hard on leather. 
A flesh and blood leg will wear out 
four shoes while its mechanical mate 
Is wearing out one, due perhaps to the 
footgear never being removed at night 
and the lack of elasticity in the tread. 
The best customer of the makers is the 
government, which pays for a new ar- 
tificial limb once every five years for 
pensioners maimed in war. The price 
fixed by law is $75, but scores of old 
soldiers simply draw the money and 
make the same leg do for as loag as 15 
years at a stretch. Artificial arms are 
made very successfully nowadays, and 
a certain amount of action is secured 
In the hand, even when the stump 
reaches only a few Inches from the 
shoulder. With one of the styles, for 
example, a man can lift his hat and re- 
place it on his head with a surprisingly 
natural movement. The mechanism by 
which the false hand Is made to opeu 
and close is controlled by a strap, 
which reaches to the opposite shoulder. 
A slight shrug does the work, and n lit- 
tle practice renders it imperceptible. 


"There has been a wonderful im- 


provement in llmbmaking during thw 
hist ten years, and a properly con- 
structed artificial leg cannot be detect- 
ed by the casual observer. The chief 
difficulty with the old style was its 
tendency to swing outward in an arc 
of a circle at every step. That has 
been entirely overcome. 
Some years* 


ago, when I was in business at Chica- 
go, I fitted out a man who had lost 
both legs and both arms in a. Dakota, 
blizzard. When I first saw him, he wns 
simply a helpless trunk, lying on a cpt 
In the hospital, and his deplorable con- 
dition had reduced him to a st:itc of 
despair bordering on insanity. I took 
a great deal of interest in the case, 
and 1 flatter myself that I did a fairly 
good job. When 1 got through with 
him, he was able to get up without ns- 
sistance, walk about, feed himself and 
do a hundred and one little things thnt 
changed life from a mere blank to 
something really endurable. When hi» 
found himself emancipated from total 
helplessness, he improved mentally, 
and now, I dare say, he wants to livo 
as long as anybody. 


"One of the greatest obstacles to suc- 


cessful limb fitting Is the carelessness 
of surgeons in performing amputations. 
An operation tuny be entirely success- 
ful from a surgical standpoint, yet 
leave a stump upon which a false leg 
can never be worn with comfort. I 
know of a number of cases in which a 
reamputation lias been submitted to 
for the express purpose of correcting 
such difficulties. 
Every medical col- 


lege course ought to include at lenst 
one lecture with practical demonstra- 
tions by a thoroughly scientific maker 
of .artificial limbs. It would be of in- 
estimable value to the students in aft- 
er practice."—New Orleans Times- 
Democrat.

bers of the British Parliament, W.

recently he said that at one time he 
thought that working with inachin- 
3ry could not be to the advantage of 
the men he represented. He returned 
trom America throughly cured of the 
prejudice which he, with others of 
his class, had entertained, and 
lie 


would in future advocate, wheiever 
possible and necessary, the use of ma- 
chinery to produce things necessary 
to maintain Great Britain in compe- 
tition with other countries. Having 
explained how 1,200 tons ot steel rails 
were produced every twenty-four hours 
in Illinois by machinery without the 
aid of manual labor, except in direct- 
ing it, he said that in the past, when- 
ever an excuse was wanted in 
his 


country for not adopting the Ameri- 
can plan, the prejudice of workmen 
against machinery was trotted out. 
The capitalists ol America would not 
put up with the second best of anything 
and whenever a new plant was inven- 
ted they calculated the purchase cost

that would be used in England for 
ten or fifteen years longer. He de- 
clared it was the duty of capitalists 
in his country to find first of all the 
plant, and then the workers could bo 
taught to regulate machinery instead 
of acting like machines themselves, 
as they had done too long.

The Way the W«1I to Uo la the South 


Lived Before the War. 


An old fashioned gentleman growing 


eloquent on the subject of southern 
hospitality and the viands that were 
set before friends and neighbors when 
invited to a feast, a reporter sold: 


"Will you slate your recollections of 


what was 'served on such occasions if 
I write itUovku for you V 


"Of course I will," was the reply. "!• 


can see such a table In my mind's eye 
right now. First, there was soup, of 
course. If it was cold weather, we had 
o.vster soup, or perhaps fish. If it was 
iu the midst of the vegetable seasou. 
we had rich, high colored beef soup, 
with plenty of tomatoes, okra, grated 
com and such like, well proportioned 
and well seasoned with pepper and a 
little oolon. 


"When the soup plates were taken 


off, and after the tureen was set aside, 
then a line home raised bam took its 
place In front of the hostess. I can 
discern the delicious flavor right uow 
in my recollection. Sometimes the skin 
was peeled off and the outside plenti- 
fully sprinkled or dusted with black 
pepper, and that delicious meat was 
good as long as a piece was left on the 
bone. For my part, I liked it best with 
the skin left on, because the meat was 
cured so perfectly that even the skin 
was toothsome and preserved 
the 


Juices until the meat was consumed. 


"At the other end of the table, In 


front of the host, you would sec a flue 
roast turkey—if the season was winter 
or early spring—garnished with pars- 
ley and slices of cold boiled eggs. The 
dressing was rich, made of bread 
crumbs If you had thorn, otherwise a 
pan was filled with thick, rich batter, 
plenty of eggs, plenty of butter, dain- 
tily seasoned, and cooked until the 
stuflingwasof tbcright consistency,and 
then the fowl was packed full, and lit- 
tle cakes of the dressing, baked along 
in the pan, to garnish tho sides of tho 
great turkey dish. If the time was mid- 
summer, the turkey was replaced by 
huge dishes full of fried chicken and 
baked chicken, sometimes with tho 
fowl 'smothered.' The chicken menu 
was varied If the time was ripe for kid 
moat or fat mutton, as it happened. 
Late in the fall a shoulder of fat pig or 
a whole young pig was seen, roasted to 
a turn. 


"All jilong down the table you would 


tlnd bowls of apple sauce, green 01 
dried; stowed 
poaches, swoot and 


choice; rice, every grain Btauding 
alone; pieklos of nil kinds, potatoes, 
butter, honey, light bread, nice boa ton 
biscuit and such desserts. Mince pies, 
apple and poach pies, the crusts crisp 
and (laky; apple dumplings, rich with 
sugar, sploe arid butter; cakes that 
were cakos sure enough, sponge Jolly 
and pound cake that took an hour to 
make and three to cook, fruit cake 
that was bolter six months after it was 
made tbnn at first, jollies, preserves, 
boiled custards and syllabub that it 
makes my mouth now water to recall 
thorn in such bountiful profusion, (ira- 
clous plenty was In tins kitchen as well 
BS the bouse, and no chef lu a million- 
aire's kitchoii is as much gratltiod as 
the old time cook, whoso head kerchief 
or turban was its white as her frosh 
apron was spotless whenever her mis-

"Now 
is the time Tor one ot the most 


lascinatinK studies in nature," said a

:o unfold in the spring. Take your

Most large s<aly buds will reveal their 
•omplcte history for the season in ad- 
i'ance. You will find in them, in minia- 
ture, leaves and stems and in some 
•ascs (lowers also Then the leaf cov- 
erings are interesting in themselves 
lilterent fashions in tree dress. The 
lorse chestnut ha.s a coaling of sticky 
<lue, which, like grease on shoe leather 
<ecps out the elements. Other buds 
lave velvety coverings like cloaks to 
keep them warm and dry. Some buds 
will cover ilowers only. You may in- 
troduce spring into our house ahead oi' 
time by cutting off. branches of these 
and putting Ihem in water in a warm 
sunny window. The

tloubie cherry and the yellow Forsythia 
ire willing subjects for this. Then 
there are the fuzzy tassels of the elm 
and the larch which again are different 
from all the others andoven 'more in- 
teresting.

The Brattle street church decided it 
improper to use the organ, so it was 
accepted by King's parish and a "so- 
ber person" was procured from

don at a salary of thirty pounds, to 
play it.

"The crooks of Chicago don't believe 


in the running ganiu In attomp^lng to 
vsenpe when caught at work." said a 
Chicago detective Vdio was In Wash- 
ington last wopk, "and I'm rather In- 
clined to believe that they've got the 
sensible end of it. A man who starts 
to run away from one or more police- 
men, 
no matter whether he Is swifter 


of foot than a deer, is hound to be col- 
lared nine times out of ten, whether he 
makes his dash at midday or in the 
middle of the night. He has to take 
the big chance of being headed off hj; 
other cops, and he has to take chances 
on the blind alleys that he's liable to 
run into. The crook, caught red hand- 
ed, who keeps longest out of the 
clutches of the police, Is the man who 
uses his head and who doesn't ruu. To 
illustrate: 


"A few months ago a well known 


Chicago housebreaker, who has put in 
numerous hefty stretches at .Toilet, de- 
cided to crack a crib on Prairie ave- 
nue, one of the swagger houses of'the 
town. He found that the whole fam- 
ily occupying the house were goiug to 
the theater on a certain night, and he 
figured on all of the servants remain- 
ing below stairs after the family's de- 
parture. He made a second story job 
of it, climbing up a porch, and he got 
iu without n bit of trouble. 
It was 


really something easy, and the fellow 
simply got pockets full of jewelry. 
The thing was pnssiug off beautifully 
when a maidservant walked In on 
him while he was ransacking the dress- 
ers In one of the ladies' boudoirs. She 
let out a scream and went a-kiling 
down the steps to where the mcnserv- 
ants were. The crook sloped for the 
front door on the second lloor and slip- 
ped down the same porch stanchion 
that he had used In climbing up. lie 
was pretty quick, and be was a couple 
of doors away, on the sidewalk, before 
a lot of servants burst out of the house 
aud began to yell for the police. 


Now, 
if that crook had started to run 


there IH no manner of doubt that hi' 
would have been heiulod olT. and he 
would have stood more than an even 
chance of being shot into tho bargain— 
if not by a cop, then by some c-itix-'ii 
or other, for since the reign of footpad 
terror in Chicago a few years ago a 
majority of the citizens who stay out 
late o' nights pack guns around with 
them. 
Well, this thief didn't do any 


running stunt at all. Theiv was an 
undertaker's wagon standing In front 
of a house about five doors away from 
the one he had rubbed. No one was iu 
the wagon. The I'rook saw his chance, 
lie stepped aboard the wagon In a 
leisurely manner, gave a cluck to the 
horse aud started lo drive off at a lax.y 
trot just as a couple of otlicers charged 
around the corner. 
He pulled the 


wagou up to talk to the cops. 


"'I guess somebody's been killed 


down iu that house, the way they're 
yelliu,' he said to the cops. 
" 'Have you seen any one running by 


here?' the policeman asked him. 
" 'Well, just as 1 hopped aboard the 


wagon there was a duck chased out of 
that house and screwed down the other 
way,' replied the thief, and the police- 
men took up their lopo nnd started for 
the robbed house. The thief drove 
down I'rairie avenue with all the lei- 
sure In life. He abandoned the wagon 
after going a mile, and took a down 
town car. 
1 nailed him a couple of 


months later when he was drunk, on 
suspicion of having a hand .in u certain 
job, aud ho was boastful enough 10 
own up to it and to tell me how he'd 
got away on the occasion I've told you 
about. 


"Still more recently there was an- 


other well known Chicago secoud story 
man caught iu the act of going through 
a house on one of the prominent boule- 
vards. The butler came in on him, 
and he punched the butler a swift one 
aud backheeled him. Then he walked 
swiftly out of the house and down the 
steps, a number of the other servants 
meantime appearing at the basement 
door aud howling. Down in the next 
block a big gang of all night men wore' 
engaged iu putting in new sewer pipes. 
The crook didn't take up any sprint, 
but he just made for the scene of the 
sewer pipe operations at a good wal.c- 
ing clip. He was got up pretty roughly.

"There was a Swede in the pit there 


with him. but the Swede had the prop- 
er Scandinavian stolidity, and lie didn't 
pay any attention to his new digging 
companion. The crook plied his pick 
there for an hour, while cops plowed 
around all over the street looking for 
thef'robber. When the excitement had 
all died down, he dropped his pick and 
stole •silently away. There was rum Iu 
this one's head, too. when one of my 
sleuth pals got him. aud he told chestily 
of».the neat way he had given the cops 
the slip. So many of the Chicago 
eruoks are ndoptiug similar tnctlcs 
nowadays that it is rare for a Chicago 
{•olicemnn to get a run for his money.

tke Wood Box. 


Boys whose most distasteful task is 


to keep the wood box filled, or who are 
expected to spilt the kindling wood ev- 
ery night, would undoubtedly enjoy 
living at Hawaii. Firewood there. IR 
not only very scarce, but they getf it, 
out of rue water, another feature of tho 
Biatter which would probably appeal 
to such of the boys as delight in "goln 
Bwlmmin." II. W. Ilenshaw, writing 
in The Youth's Companion, says of thi« 
custom: 


Upon the shores of Hawaii firewood 


Is a scarce and precious commodity. 
The present forests do not grow near 
the sea. and the labor of bringing wood 
from the distant timber Is great, espe-* 
cially as roads are few. Practically all 
the iirewood of the natives, aud much 
that is used by the Europeans iu the 
towns, Is drift that is brought down 
periodically from the uplands by fresh- 
ets that follow heavy rains. 


There is nothing strange in all this, 


but what is strange is the way the 
natives gather the wood. Pick it up on 
the beach? Not at all; at least, very 
little is obtained to that commonplace 
manner. 


Much of the island timber Is cxtrem«- 


ly heavy, and instead of floating iu 
orthodox fashion, as wood should do, it 
promptly sinks to the bottom. As the 
freshet gathers headway, down come 
the heavy tree trunks aud branches, 
dashing fiercely against the rough 
lava sides of the stream and bumping 
against the bottom till all semblance of 
their original shape is lost and they 
are bruised Into shapeless blocks or 
split into kindling. 


The current carries them well Into 


the ocean, where they settle into tho 
sand. The first stage of their journey 
Is over, now for the second. In a day 
or two the ocean rises in its might and 
sends In huge breakers upon the 
shores, which catch the logs aud splin- 
ters and roll them over aud over, still 
on the bottom, toward the beach. 


Here is the native's chance, lie has 


been waiting long for just such an op- 
portunity. Down to the slfore come tlie 
Kanakas in troops. No one is left be- 
hind save the sick and the blind. Men, 
women and children arc all on tho 
beach, having an eye both to business 
and to pleasure. 


The women arc clad iu old, loose 


uolaku.s, a garment I may best describe 
by likening it to the original "Mother 
ilubbard." 
The men doff their gar- 


ments and don tho economical malo, or 
waist cloth. The children follow huit, 
so fur as doffing goes, and don—well, 
to tell the truth, most of them don 
nothing, aud if they are satisfied, you 
and I need not complain. Anil now f cu- 
lt. 


The men dash Into the breakers, div- 


ing under the big combers nnd rising 
on the crests of tho smaller ones till 
they are out shoulder high; then they 
feel around with their feet till they 
fiud a piece of wood—It may be only a 
splinter, or it may be a log so large as 
to require the aid of a rope to pull it 
In; but, large or small, no matter. 
Down dives the Kanaka head foremost 
to seize the prize. 


The women and "children wade. In a 


little distance, to catch the smaller 
pieces that get past, the men. nnd soon 
tho piles on the shore grow from noth- 
ing to cords. 


A hardy native will stay In tho wa- 


ter, wnding and diving, fora couple of 
hours and then come out, pretty thor- 
oughly chillod. to sun himself on tho 
beach in readiness for another bout 
with tha waves, meantime! solacing 
himself with the inevitable pipe or 
cigarette. 


ilarcl work Is this wood gathering 


by diving, what between the buffotings 
of the waves, the cold and the labor of 
tugging the logs ashore. But for all 
that shouts and laughter till the air, 
aud one might suppose the occasion 
was a summer picnic. 


Whatever his faults, the Kanaka has 


not added to the gloom aud discontent 
of the world. lie endures disappoint- 
ment and misfortune with equanimity, 
and when the clouds pass aud the sun 
shines he is ready to laugh aud he glad. 


Animals and Birds That Plplit. 
You would hardly believe that moles, 


clumsy aud almost blind, become per- 
fect demons when they quarrel. 


No one knows what they quarrel 


about, but if they once start fighting, 
one has to die. They will keep 011 iu 
the presence of any number of specta- 
tors, hanging on to one another like 
bulldogs, and burying their enormous- 
ly strong jaws and teeth In one anoth- 
er's flesh. 


Hedgehogs, another type of the quiet, 


inoffensive looking animal, not only 
fight, but always to the death, and 
when one Is killed the other generally 
devours him. 


Hares, on the other hand, are prover- 


bially the most timid of creatures; yet 
they can fight. 
A fight between two 


hares is a ludicrous sight, as they skip 
aud jump over one another.

INTO OUrt ATMOSPHERE.

The atmosphere forms 
an armor 


which is almost Impenetrable to the 
meteors that are constantly pelting 
the earth. About 2.000 of these wan- 
derers In space hit our atmosphere* ev- 
ery 24 hours. Most of the meteors are 
small. 
They come rushing through 


space, strike the atmosphere, and the 
friction against the molecules of air 
heats them to a white heat and sets 
them ablaze. Sometimes part of one 
may reach the earth: but. as a ruk-. 
they are consumed, and the dust aloue. 
cosmic dust, drops upou the surface. 


One of the earliest kuowu meteors 


fell iu 204 B. C. in Phrygia. where for 
a long time It was worshiped, it was 
carried to Rome and was supposed to 
be a messenger from.the gods. Livy 
describes a shower of meteoric stones. 
The people were greatly alarmed, aud 
the senators were demoralized and de- 
clared a nine days' festival to propiti- 
ate the gods. 
There Is at Mecca a 


meteorite which fell Iu COO A. D. and 
is still worshiped by the faithful. 


In Chinese literattire there is men- 


tion of meteors which foil In 0-14 15. 
O. The oldest known meteorite which 
was seen to fall is now; on exhibition 
at Eusisheira. Alsace. (Jermauy. 
In 


]-192 it came crashing down through 
the air with a roar that pirost a led 
peasantry with fright. I' burled it- 
self deeply In the earth. 
It 'weighed 


2GO pounds and hangs (today iu the 
parish church. 


The Chupadcros meoeorite. which 


weighed 2,~> tons, fell 5u Chihuahua. 
Mexico. The largest meteorite known 
Is the Peary stoue. which weighs ap- 
proximately JOO tons. 
The stone of 


Canon IJiable weighs aUJcast ten tons 
and exploded high in air. the. pieces lie- 
iug found all over the surrounding 
country. In Italy several instances are 
known of the loss of life from lueleor- 
itcs. 
A peasant was sitting iu his 


cabin aud was killed by an iron mass 
that crashed through the roof. 'Che net 
was regarded as a visitation of divine 
a uger. 


The city of Milan is perhaps the on- 


ly one that has been struck by a 
meteorite.

that city in the year 1C(>0, on the^ au- 
thority of Paolo Maria Tez/,ayo., and 
struck a Franciscan monk. 


More remarkable arc- the falls at sea. 


That a ship should be Struck would 
KCOiu an extraordinary ch::x>cx\ yet u j 
Swedish ship was so struck, the stunc 
killing two of the crew. 
On Doe. 1. 


T8!M>. the ship 'Walkamuiinu; was sail- 
ing from New York to I>ri men when 
her ollicors noticed a brill'ant. meteor 
that appeared to be bearing; down cm 
the vessel from southeast Uvj northwest. 
It passed with a loud roar 'rind hissing 
sound and plunged Into tlio sea ahead 
of the ship. That it was/a meteor of 
large sixe was evident, f<4- a few min- 
utes later tho ship was./struck by a 
tidal wave. 


ICveu more remarkable- was the ex- 


perience of the British- ship Cawdor. 
which reached San 'Francisco Nov. '_'(), 
]Sl)T. 
During a severe storm a large

rushing down upon Gn> ship, and with 
a roar and filling the :cir with fumes of 
sulphur it passed between the masts of 
the ship nnd fell lirto the sea not 50 
feet from the rail. 


One of the greatest curiosities pos- 


sessed by uiau today is a supposed 
fragment of a, comet in Mazn.pil, Mex- 
ico. Thu fragment is believe*! to be a 
part of the tall of Biela's comet.

184G 
something happened iu space. A 


wreck occurred. 
Biela's comet may 


have collided with another comet. In 
any case, the comvt divided, and many 
living observers*, remember seeing tho 
two parts gradually separating. 


Some fatality \pursued. one part of 


the comet, and fit met Its fate in in- 
finite space, literally -went to pieces 
and became a wreck upon the shore- 
less sea oC space. Astronomers predict- 
ed that if the cornet itself did not ap- 
pear in 1S72 Its wreckage would be- 
come visible as nhooting stars, aud 
this prediction waswrealized apparent- 
ly, ns on Nov. 27. *!H'i2, there burst 
from the heavens a)ck>ud of shooting 
stars. During the UUsplny one piece 
dropped upou the esitth and was se- 
cured at Maxapll. Mexico, and was do- 
clared to be a part of "the great comet. 


The average meteorite immediately 


after Its fall Is Intensely hot, but at 
least one, which was. handled Immedi- 
ately after falling, ,still held the in- 
tense coltl of space. A few men can 
say that they have .experienced this. 
A meteorite exploded above Dhurmsa- 
la, Knngra and Punjaib. India, in 18GO, 
and a section was picked up Immedi- 
ately by some natives, who dropjied It

Many of the Strikers Have 
Already 


Left Town. 


The strike situation at the now dry 


lock at the navy yard remains about 
he same as on Monday. None of the 
men. 
with the exception of a few en- 


gineers running pumps, are at work, 
and while the union declares it could 
Ljet these men out it will not do so, 
:IH it would probably 
damage 
the 


•lock; the water not being pumped out 
as it leaks in from springs and from 
•offer dams. The oflieers of the yard 
have nothing to say about the strike, 
but strict orders are in force about al- 
lowing men on the yard, and a satis- 
factory explanation is required before 
they are passed over the boat or 
main gate 
None of the strikers have 


any interest at the yard, but the new 
orders tend to keep idlers away from 
the dock. The stonecutters who have 
been lorced out by the strike are fast 
leaving town and by the time they 
are called in again there will have to 
be another crew. 


Many of the Italians who went out 


on the si i ike went to the site of the

works and secured employment there, 
and they will remain until after the 
strike is settled and probably alter 
that. A vessel loaded with stone for 
the dock has been unloaded, but noth- 
ing else lias been handled about the 
place.
